ble tliut of the lion a# to deceive even the Hottentots. It is i-eally a ! 
hnnclsoine bird. There are several other species, nearly os large, of 
the genus Dacels, and it is said that when .i innnber of them happen to I 
alight together and set up their chattering, there is little chance for the 
human tongue to be heard, so great the tiimnlt. The Azure King¬ 
fisher is another smaller species, but very beautiful. 

The next bird that comes under our notice is, as the ladies sny, 
"too pretty for anything.” It is not an ciisy matter to determine 
where there are so many gorgeous forms, ami la-rhups it is best not to 
attempt any comparison. The Rifie bird is jn-obably more an object 
of wonder, one perhaps that elicits a sense of astonishment more 
than any other. We are apt to think at first that we are deielved— 
imposed upon. The bird is about the size of a pigeon, and is some¬ 
what the shape, and has the habit of our Creeper, or tJerthlas. Its 
whole aspect is that of greenish black silk velvet of the most superb 
quality. It is impossible to overstate the matter. For in-oof we only 
refer to a grand specimen in the collection of Birds of Paradise in the 
American Museum, where it stands in a position specially chosen to 
exhibit its beauties. So wholly like, velvet is the plumage, it gives 
the same smooth, soft sensation when felt. In a cross-light there is a 
tinge of purple. The crown of the head and the throat are covered by 
a multitude of little metallc-llke emerald green patches, brilliant as 
gems. On the breast and abdomen the feathers present larger termina¬ 
tions of black fringe iit escalloped pattern, which form the border upon 
a riili green velvet. This latter effect is precisely like a black silk 
fringe set upon a series of pinked green velvet strips or feathers, alto¬ 
gether being imbricated in such a remarkable manner us to resemble 
the work of a mantiia maker. Small praise perhaps, this latter, yet he 
would i-onvey the notion that its utter singularity is such as to remind 
one of the work of the seamstress. The tail is short and curves a lit¬ 
tle. Two broad feathei« in the centre, the others being like the body, 
are a gorgeous inetalic green, contrasting strongly upon the dark vel¬ 
vet of the body and side feathers of the tail. The bill, like the creep¬ 
ers, is long, and curved downward. Most singularly, though not an un¬ 
usual circumstance, the female is a homely brown, not niiTike our com¬ 
mon thrush. The young of both sexes is also of this color. 

A remarkable bird something akin to the latter is palled Gould’s Ne- 
oinorplni. Xew form, literally, as it presents so much that is strange 
in its form. The must singular circumstance is that the bill is quite 
difierent in shape from the female. Difierences in color and size of in¬ 
dividuals are common, but naturalists were not prepnre<1 to accept 
such a striking deviation ns natural in forms of the same species—even 
genera are made if so much difierence exists. The truth is, however, 
the female hiis a long curved bill like a curlew, while the male has a 
straight, stiorter and stouter one. So far this is a completely unique 
instance of such difierence. Another strange feature is a pear shaped 
wattle orfieshy protruberance of a rich orange color on each side of 
the neck. 

The group of birds next succeeding these in rank and arrangement 
in the cabinets we are examining is one that includes the true Plume 
Birds. They were once placed wuth the Birds of Paradise, but are sep¬ 
arated on account of structural difierences. The Superb Epimaehui 
is one of the most gorgeo\is objects in nature. Many of these birds are 
so new and rare they have not received any more common name, but 
there' is now an excellent opportunity to become acquainted with the 
rich forms, grand specimens of which grace the cabinets of the mu¬ 
seum. Above and below the wings of these birds are feathers of a 
most extraordinary form, and stum as we never see in other birds. 
Nature seems lavish in hte'r appointments in this region, and adds to 
the ordinary beauty of form and coloring strange and almost startling 
modifications. The Suirerb Epimachns bos the head, neck and belly of 
a glittering green. The feathers are like velvet, and to the touch as 
well as to the eye they api>ear so. The upper wing coverts are change¬ 
able violet, appearing in some lights ns n deep black. The tail has 
twelve feathers, the two middle feathers being longest: all shine with 
exceeding brilliancy. On the shoulders the scapularies or wing cov¬ 
erts are like blue steel scales bordered by a band of exquisite green. 
The iridescent hue and inetalic lustre is analngous to that of the nacre 
upon the inside of the valves of shell fish, and is often quite as rich. 
Though this bird is really small in body, what with its furbelows and 
immensity of tail its total length is nearly four feet. 

The Twelve-thread Plume Bird is another quite as rich species. In 
lieu of the showy tail of the former this one exhibits twelve long, 
curled, black threail-like plumes. Around the neck Is a rufile of violet 
colored, velvet-like feathers, like those of the former species; but nn- 
derneath a perfect maze of pure white, furry, downy feathei's, spread 
out like the mysterious frippery of adanseiisc. It is utterly beyond the 
power of the pen to describe, or the pencil and color to depict the 
beauties of these choice creatures. There is a group of little birds, 
ranging next in order, found in many parts of the Eastern continent, 
and a few species more particularly common in the Australasian coun¬ 
tries. It is a l^act perhaps not very extensively known that the Hum¬ 
ming bird is not found in the Old World —not one species, though sev¬ 
eral hundred are known to frequent the countries of North and South 
America. The eminent taxidermist, Mr. John Bell, of New York 
city, once sent some living specimens to Queen Victoria, and otliers 
have made the attempt to keep them alive> there, but all such trials 
have entirely failed. No Humming bird lives in the Rastern conti- 


A DEER HUNT AMONG THE ROOKIES. 

To THE Editou oe the Kield and Stream: —In July, 1873, 1 
started to the mountains with some college chums of mine, wlio were 
spending vacation in this locality, with the avowed purpose of spend¬ 
ing several weeks in deer hunting. We were to make our headquarters 
at Osage Avenue, a ranch belonging to the father of one of my chums, 
on the headwaters of the St. Charles, a beautiful stream, and a very 
paradise for sportsmen. We arrived there on the Fourth of July, a 
hot, sultry day, after numerous mishaps and misfortunes too numerous 
to mention. We were to have started qn our deer hunt in a few days, 
but found the company of the ladies at the ranch so agreeable, the 
food so wholesome and plentiful, and grouse and snipe shooting so 
abundant, that it was three weeks before we were ready to start. 
There were three of us, and while we had been waiting we had not 
been entirely idle, as the grouse, snipe, and ducks, if they had been 
gifted with the power of speech, would doubtless have testified. 
About every other morning, for the three weeks we were detained, \ye 
would rise about half an hour before daybreak, and get our guns in 
readiness, and go forth in quest of grouse, snipe, and ducks, one of us 
generally ranging along the foot of the mountains, and the othei's 
taking the slongTis and the river. In three weeks we had tagged 
eighty-three snipe, thirty-two grouse, and seventeen ducks. " Pretty 
good shooting for tyros in the art,” were the comments of our elder 
friends, but in our opinion, it was all luck, and the birds were very 
tame and did not appear to cure much, cither for our approach or 
shooting. 

At the end of three weeks, we thought we would try our hand at 
something larger. Accordingly, we put away our shotguns, cleaned 
up our rirtes, and tried target shooting for a day or two. in order to 
get our " hand In,” as the saying is in this country. But all things 
have an end, so one morning in the latter part of July we mounted our 
ponies and started up the St. Charles canon for the haunts of the deer 
and bear,—we were not hunting for bears, however,-—driving a pack- 
mule before us, whose duty it was to carry our provisions and blankets, 
as we intended being gone at least a week. That evening we camped 
alKuit six miles from trie ranch, in a deep canon among the foothills, on 
the banks of a beautiful, sparkling little rivulet, while the sun was 
yet an hour and a half high. We picketed our horses on the luxuriant 
grass, slionidered our rifles, and started on u tramp up the mountain 
sides in search of game. We had all separated at starting, and the 
first one back was to get supper. 1 went directly up the main canon, 
feeling assured, by the numerous paths and tracks leading in that di¬ 
rection, that I would soon be able to try my tiist shot at a deer-. I 
traveled about half an hour, and was getting rather impatient at the 
non-appearance of any deer, when suddenly the crack of a rifle broke 
the stillness that reigned, and the whistling of the ball among the 
trees overhead reverberated again and again along the whole length 
of the grand old canons, as it died away in the still evening air. 1 
looked in the direction whence the sound came, but could see nothing 
but the smoke occasioned by the discharge of the gun, rising to the 
clouds overhead. But hark! what is that? I could hear something 
breaking through the underbrush and quacknasps that lined the moun¬ 
tain sides, and making directly for the opening in which I stood. Just 
then the clear, sharp crack ol a rifle in an opposite direction, reverber¬ 
ated through the distant hills. This appeared to acceftiate the sliced 
of the unseen animal coming towards me. 1 cocked jny rifie and stood 
in readiness, facing the thicket whence the sounds issued. My hands 
trembled with nervousness and expectation, and iny hair alniost stood 
on end 1 was so excited; but you must remember that tlils was my 
first deer bunt. Suddenly the brake parted, and a noble-looking buck 
of the black-taji species stood before me, broadside, not more than 
eighty yards distant, panting and looking fagged, as if it had run a 
long distance. 1 brought my rifle to my shoulder hurridly, for he was 
gazing right at me. 1 was so excited that 1 could scarcely see the 
sights of my old Hawking, but 1 finally caught their glitter, bearing 
directly on Ills left shoulder, and pulled trigger. He shook Ins head, 
ran about twenty steps directly towards me,and fell dead. I dropped 
my rifle, rushed up to him and cut his throat ns soon as possible, to 
make sure of him. lie was as fine looking a deer as 1 liave ever seen; 
fat as butter, and weighed a hundred and seventy-two pounds when 
dressed. 1 soon had lilm dlsembowled; I then cut oft a couple of strips 
of his hide, fastened tliem through his ham-strings, sat down and lied 
them across my breast and shoulders, in order to enable me to carry 
hiiU to camp. I found before I anived there, although it was only 
about half a mile distant, that he was heavy; 1 had to rest myself 
several times, and only for the excitement of the thing I don’t believe 
I could have carried him half as far. The other boys were in ahead 
of me, and each had a fine deer, though not us large as mine. We 
were not long in preparing supper, and I assure you, in all sincerity, 
that venison steaks suffered that evening. At eight o’clock we rolled 
ourselves up in our blankets, using our saddles for pillows, and were 
soon locked In the arms of the drowsy god. We arose at the break of 
day, ate a hearty breakfast, packed our traps and deers, and started 
home, well satisfied with our hunt. We arrived at the ranch about 
eleven o’clock, much to the surprise of every one, although none were 
loth to partake of the fruits of our excursion among rhe^‘ Rockies.”

The Asure King¬ 
fisher is another smaller species, but very beautiful. 

The next bird that comes under our notice is, as the ladies say, 
"too pretty for anything."’ It is not an easy matter to determine 
where there are so many gorgeous forms, and perhaps it is best not to 
attempt any comparison. The Rifle bird is [irobabiy more an object 
of wonder, one perhaps tliat elicits a sense of astonishment more 
than any other. We are apt to think at first that we are deceived— 
imposed upon. The hlrd is about tlie size of a pigeon, and is some¬ 
what the shape, and has the habit of our Creeper, or C’erthias. Its 
wiiole aspect is that of greenish bl.ack silk velvet of tlie most superb | 
quality. It is impossible to overstate the matter. Tor proof we only 
refer to a grand specimen in the collection of Birds of Paradise in the | 
American Museum, where it stands in a position specially chosen to 
exliiblt its beauties. So wholly like velvet is the idumage, it gives 
the same smooth, soft sensation when felt. In a cross-light tliere is a 
tinge of purple. The crown of the head and the throat are covered by 
aiuultitude of little metalic-like emerald green patclies. brilliant as 
gems. On the breast and abdomen the feathers present larger termina¬ 
tions of black fringe in escalloped pattern, which form the border upon 
a ricli green velvet. This latter effect is precisely like a black silk 
fringe set upon a series of pinked green velvet strips or feathers, alto¬ 
gether lieing imbricated in such a remarkable manner us to resemble 
the work of a inani ua maker. Small prai.«e perhaps, this latter, yet he 
would convey the notion that its utter singularity is such as to remind 
one of the work of the seamstress. The tail is short and curves a lit¬ 
tle. Two broad featliers in the centre, the others being like the body, 
are s gorgeous metalic green, contrasting strongly upon the dark vel¬ 
vet of the body and side feathers of the tail. The bill, like the creep¬ 
ers, Is long, and curved downward. Most singularly, though not an un¬ 
usual circumstance, the female is a homely brown, not unlike our com¬ 
mon thrush. The young of both sexes is also of this color. 

A remarkable bird sometliing akin to the latter Is palled Gould’s Ne- 
omorplia. New form, literally, as It presents so much that is strange 
in its form. The must singular circumstance is that the bill is quite 
dillerent in shape from the female. Diflercnces in color and size of in¬ 
dividuals are common, but naturalists were not prepared to accept 
such a striking deviation as nulural in forms of tlie same species—even 
genera are made if so much iliflerence exists. The trutli is, however, 
the female has a long curved bill like a curlew, while the male lias a 
straight, shorter and stouter one. So far this is a completely unique 
instance of such difference. Another strange feature is a pear shaped 
wattle or fleshy protruberance of a rich orange color on each side of 
the neck. 

The group of birds next succeeding these in rank and arrangement 
in the cabinets we are examining is one that includes the true Plume 
Birds. They were once placed wdth the Birds of Paradise, hut are sep¬ 
arated on account of structural ditferences. The Superb Epimaehut 
is one of the mo.»t gorgeous objects in nature. Many of tliese birds are 
so new and rare they hikvfe not received any more common name, but 
there is now an excellent opportunity to become acquainted with the 
rich forms, grand specimens of wliich grace the cabinets of the mu¬ 
seum. Above and below the wings of these birds are feathci's of a 
most extraordinary form, and sut^ ns we never see in other birds. 
Nature seems lavish in her appointments in this region, and adds to 
the ordinary beauty of form and coloring strange and almost startling 
modifications. The Superb Kpimacliiis has the head, neck and belly of 
a glittering green. The feathers are like velvet, and to the touch as 
well as to the eye they appear so. The upper wing coverts are change¬ 
able violet, appearing in some lights ns a deep black. The tail ha.s 
twelve feathers, the two middle feathers being longest; all shine with 
exceeding brilliancy. On the shoulders the scapuTaries or wing cov¬ 
erts are like blue steel scales bordered by a band of exquisite given. 
The iridescent hue and metalic lustre is anaiagous to that of ttie nacre 
upon the inside of tlie valves of shell fish, and is often quite as rich. 
Though this bird is really small in body, what with its furbelows and 
immensity of tail its total length is nearly four feet. 

The Twelve-thread Plume Bird is another quite as rich species. In 
lieu of the showy tail of the former this one exhibits twelve long, 
curled, black thread-like plumes. Around the neck Is a rutile of violet 
colored, velvet-like feathers, like those of the former species; but im- 
derheath a perfect maze of pure white, furry, downy teatheis, spread 
out like the mysterious frippery of a danseusc. It is utterly beyond the 
power of the pen to describe, or the pencil and color to depict the 
beantles of these clioice creatures. There is a group of little birds, 
ranging next in order, found in many parts of the Eastern continent, 
and a few species more particularly common in the Australasian coun¬ 
tries. It is a fact perhaps not very extensively known that the Hum¬ 
ming Iilrd is not found in the Old World —not one species, though sev¬ 
eral nundred are known to frequent the countries of North mid South 
America. The eminent taxidermist, Mr. John Bell, of New York 
city, once sent some living specimens to Queen Victoria, and others 
have made the attempt to keep them alive there, but all such trials 
liave entirely failed. No Humming bird lives in the Eastern coiitl- 
n"nt. 


A DEER HUNT AMONG THE ROCKIES. 

To THE Editok ok the Fielu ano Stream; —In July, 1873, I 
started to the mountains with some college chums of mine, who were 
spending vacation in this locality, with the avowed purpose of spend¬ 
ing several weeks In deer hunting. We were to make our headquarters 
at Osage Avenue, a ranch belonging to the father of one of my chums, 
on tlie headwaters of tlie St. Charles, a beautiful stream, and a very 
paradise for sportsmen. We arrived there on the Fourth of July, a 
hot, sultry day, after numerous mishaps and misfortunes too numerous 
to mention. We were to have started qn our deer hunt in a few days, 
but found the company of the ladies at the ranch so agreeable, the 
food so wholesome and plentiful, and grouse and snipe shooting so 
abundant, that it was three weeks before we were ready to start. 
There were three of us, and while we had been waiting we lind not 
been entirely idle, as the grouse, si.ipe, and ducks, if they had been 
gifted with the power of speech, would doubtless have testified. 
About every other morning, for the tliree weeks we wei^e detaineu, we 
would rise about half an liour before daybreak, and get our guns in 
readiness, and go forth in quest of grouse, snipe, and ducks, one of iis 
generally ranging along the foot of the mountains, and the others 
taking the sloughs aud tlie river. In three weeks wc had bagged 
eighty-three snipe, thirty-two grouse, and seventeen ducks. * Fretty 
good shooting for tyros in the art,” were the comments ot our elder 
friends, but in our opinion, it was all luck, and the birds were very 
tame and did not appear to cure much, cither for our approach or 
shooting. 

At the end of three weeks, we thought we would try our hand at 
sometliing larger. Accordingly, we put away our shotguns, cleaned 
up our rifles, and tried target shooting for a day or two. in order to 
get our “ liand in,” as the saying is in tliis country. But all things 
have an end, so one morning in the latter part of July we mounted our 
ponies and started up the St. Charles canon for the haunts of the deer 
and bear,-we were not hunting for bears, however,—driving a pack- 
mule before u8„whose duty it was to carry our provisions andhlankets, 
as we intended being gone at least a week. iTiat evening we camped 
aliout six miles from tlie ranch, in a deep canon among the foothills, on 
the banks of a beautiful, sparkling Httle rivulet, while the sun was 
yet an hour and a half high. We picketed our hoi'ses on the luxuriant 
grass, shouldered our rifles, and started on a tramp up the niouutain 
sides ill search of game. We had all separated at starting, and tlie 
first one back was to get supper. I went directly up the main canon, 
feeling assured, by the numerous paths and tracks leading in that di¬ 
rection, that 1 would soon be able to try iny flist shot at u deer. 1 
traveled about half an hour, and was getting rather impatient at the 
non-appearance of any deer, when suddenly the crack of a rifle broke 
the stillness that reigned, and the whistling of the bull among the 
trees overhead reverberated again and again .along the whole length 
of the grand old canons, as it died away in the still evening air. 1 
looked 111 the direction whence the sound came, but could see nothing 
but the smoke occasioned by the discharge of the gun, rising to tlic 
clouds overhead. But hark! what is that? I could hear something 
breaking through the underbrush and quacknasps that lined the moun¬ 
tain sides, and making directly for the opening in which 1 stood. Just 
then the clear, sharp crack ol a rifle in an opposite direction, reverber¬ 
ated through the distant hills. This appeared to accelerate the speed 
of tlie unseen animal coming towards me. I cocked my rifle and stood 
in readiness, facing the thicket whence the sounds Issued. My hands 
trembled with nervoiisuess and expectation, and my liair almost stood 
on end 1 was so excited; but you must remember that this was my 
fliTit deer hunt. Suddenly the brake parted, and a noble-looking huck 
of the black-tajl species stood before me, broadside, not more than 
eighty yards distant, panting and looking fagged, as if it had run a 
long distance. 1 brought my rifle to my shoulder luirridly, for he was 
gazing right at me. 1 was so excited that 1 could scarcely see the 
sights of my old Hawking, but 1 finally caught their glitter, bearing 
directly on his left shoulder, and pulled trigger, lie shook his head, 
ran about twenty steps directly towards me, and fell dead. I drojiped 
my rifle, rushed up to him and cut his throat as soon as possible, to 
niake sure of him. He was os fine looking a deer as I have ever seen; 
fat as butter, and weighed a hundred and seventy-two pounds when 
dressed. I soon had him disembowled; I tlien cut oft a couple ofstrips 
of his hide, fastened them tlirough his ham-strings, sat down and tied 
them across my breast and shoulders, in order to enable me to carry 
him to camp. I foiiiid before I arrived there, although it was only 
about half a mile distant, that he was heavy; 1 had to rest myself 
several times, and only for the excitement of the thing 1 don’t believe 
I could have carried him half as far. The other boys were in ahead 
of me, and each had a fine deer, tlioiigh not as large as mine. We 
were not long in preparing supper, and I assure you. In all sincerity, 
that venison steaks sulTered that evening. At eight o’clock wo rolled 
ourselves up in our blankets, using our saddles for pillows, and were 
soon locked in the arms of the drowsy god. We arose at the break of 
day, ate a hearty breakfast, packed our trajis and deers, and started 
home, well satisfied with our hunt. We arrived at the ranch about 
eleven o’clock, much to the surprise of every one, although none W’ere 
loth to partake of the fruits of our excursion among rlie”’Rockies.”

THE CONSTKUCTIOX OF A KEXNEI,. 

The kennel ts the great ilesiderutiim of a sportenuin. It sUoiild be 
roomy, well drained, with plenty of good water, and, above all, imi.at 
be built in a dry .situation, with a southern a.spect, and no trees near. 
I give the following extract, verliatim, from Sccutatur, as to building 
new kennels: 

“In building new kennels, the eartli should l>e removed from tlie 
lodging-room floor to tlie deptli of a foot at lesist, and in its place 
broken stones, sifted gravel, or cinders snlistltiited. witii a layer of tine 
coal ashes, upon which the bricks or floor is to Ite laid in liot coal asli 
mortar. Bricks are preferable to stone. Outside tlie walls a drain 
three feet deep should be constructed, with ailrainlng pipe two Inches 
boro at the bottom, and tilled up with broken stones to wltliin six 
Inches of the surface. This drain is to be carried quite rounil tlie 
building, and will fall into the main sewer. For a roof to tlie build¬ 
ing I prefer tliatch to tiles, as aft’ording more warmth in winter and 
coolness in summer, but as stall tiles are more agreeable to tlie eye. a 
thin layer of reed placed under the tiles will answer tlie purpose. 
Over tlie lodging-room sliould be a sleeping apartment for the feeder. 
At tlie rear of tlie kennels should be tlie boiling-house, feeding-court, 
rtraw-house, and separate lodgings for bitches. In front of tlie ken¬ 
nels, and extending round to tlie back door of the feeding-house, 
should be a good large green yard, enclosed by a wall or palings. In 
the boiling-liouse you will require two cast-iron boilers, one for the 
meal, the other for the flesh. If a spring of good water cun be made 
available, by being conducted tirst into the boiling-liouse and then 
through tlie' kennels by earthenware pipes, it would save much time 
and labor to the feeder; if not. a well sliould be sunk near tlie boiling- 
house. In the lodging room or room.*, there sliould be two doors; one 
at the back, with a small sliding panel high up, through which the 
feeder may observe the dogs, unseen by tlieni; another door in front, 
with a large opening at the bottom, liigli enough and wide enough for 
a dog to pass through easily, and wliicli sliould always be left open at 
night to allow free egress to the court. If two lodging-rooms, there 
should be a door in the partition between.so tlint in sunimer two may 
be thrown together. The benches should be made of pine or oak spars, 
and not nailed on to the frame, but joined together by tlirees or fours. 
They can thus be easily taken up and the tVanie moved aside, wliile 
the kennel Is being washed down. The lieiglit of tlie benches from 
the floor should be two feet, which will allow of tired dogs easily 
lying down. In the fcediiig-rooni should be also two large coolers for 
the oatmeal, when boiled, to be placed in. You iiuiy then make by 
one boiling sutticient pudding to last two or three days, which will be 
a considerable saving in fuel. In clean coolers it will keep well for this 
time, but not if placed in the feediiig-troiigbs."

TRAINING AND BOARDING KENNEL AT MEUPIllS, TENN. 

Duriug a late visit to Memphis our reporter lieard much of a certain ■ 
‘‘dog school,’’ as it was generally termed, at tlie farm of .Vir. T. M. Hornfall, j 
about three miles from the city, and naturally expressing Ids curiosity to | 
see the animals whose wonderful performances were a common topic of' 
conversation among the sportsmen, was invited to ride out and see the | 
“classes’’ on drill. Arriving at the place, wliicli is a neat white two-story 
framehouse, situated near the elegant grounds of the Chickasaw Jockey 
Club. Tbe paru, consisting of Major J. M. Taylor, of Kentucky, Captain 
Lightburne, of Memphis, F. R. Brennan, Esq., of the Memphis Ledger, and 
our reporter, were met by Mr. Horsfall, who, after showing them through 
tbe kennel had tlie dogs turned loose for a run. To say that the animals 
showed almost human intelligence would not he exaggeration. The dogs 
were first sent out to range the field, and tlie exquisite manuer iu wliicli tliey 
were made to quarter Uieir ground solely by motions of tlie band of their 
trainer was a sight which would have made tlie eyes of any English trainer 
glisten with enw. Tlie dogs were allowed to range from twenty to two 
hundred yards from the trainer, but each animal kept close watch of his 
master, and when his hand was raised every dog dropped to tlie earth and 
remained immovable, altliough some of them were almost a quarter of a 
mile away. 'The visitors were then invited to designate tlic dog which they 
desired called in, and in every instance each one came on the run when 
called, while those not so favored lay perfectly still. Seeking dead was 
performed by every dog in perfect style and without a mistake, after which 
food was thrown to a distance and the dogs allovred to ru'o for it. But 
when within a foot or two ol the coveted prize ewiry canine was struck 
stiff by the commanding voice of their trainer, “ Sandy,’’ in one case, 
dropping at the word with the food within an inch of his nose without 
offering to touch it. Tlie dogs were then called in to heel and conducted 
back to tbeir comfortable quarters. Altogether it was in the opinion of our 
reporter one of tbe most interesting exhibitions ever seen

Slioulil tin* trap be witlioiit ids 
having given tlie word, tlie bird sliall not be scored eltlier way. wlietli- 
er killed or missed. Tlie party must not leave tlie score to shoot, and 
must liold tlie butt of ids gun below tlie elbow until tlie bird tiikcs 
wing; and in case of infraction of this ride tlie bird sliall be .scored us 
missed. All birds must be on the wing wlien sliot at. 

Rule III. Miss-Fires .—All contingencies from miss-iires, non-ex¬ 
plosion of cap, gun not cocked, are at the risk of the party shooting, 
hut the sliooter shall have the right to use tlie second barrel in case tlic 
first sliall have failed to be discharged. 

Rule IV. Securing and Scoring Birds .—it sliall be optional with 
the party sliooting to secure ids own birds, or appoint a person for 
that purpose. The party who starts for tlie bird must secure it—time 
allowed, three minutes. No extraneous means stiall be used to gatlier 
it, and no perspn except the one gathering tiie bird sliall go between 
tlie referee and the bird. No bird shall be scored until delivered at 
the score, nor then, unless it sliows tlie shot marks. If a bird flies out 
of bounds, it shall be .scored as missed. 

Rule V. Bird on the Ground.—If a bird is sliot at when on tlie 
ground It shall be scored a lost bird. 

Rule VI. Charge of Shot .—The charge of shot shall be 1% 
ounce by weight, avoirdupois. Charge of powder unlimited. Tbe 
referee shall, at the request of any one engaged In the match, exainii.e 
the charge of any person challenged. Should it contain more than 1^4 
ounce of shot, as above defined, he shall forfeit all his rights in the 
match. If a party interested, after the match has begun, wishes to 
challenge the load of the shooter, he shall be required to deposit five 
dollars in the hands of the referee, and If the charge of the challenged 
party Is found correct, the party challenging shall forfeit the five dol¬ 
lars to the party challenged. 

Rule VII. Ties .—In case of ties, ttie distance shall be increased five 
yards, and shall be shot off at flve birds. In case of a second tie, the 
distance shall be increased flve yards fartlier, and this distance shall 
be maintained until the match is decided. All ties shall be shot ott 
on the same ground Immediately aftbr the match, if tliey can be con¬ 
cluded before sunset. In case they cuiiiiot be concluded by sunset, they 








sliall be sliot off the following day, unless otherwise directed by the 
referee. Any one of the contestants being absent half an hour after 
the time ap])ointed to shoot, shall forfeit his rights to contest in 
the mutch.

TRANSPORTATION OF FISH SPAWN. 

Many persons would he interested to know how flsli first gel into ponds 
and small lakes where there is no inlet or outlet. The fish that are trans¬ 
ported from one pond to anotlier, are tliose that go to the shallow water, 
such as the sunfish, cisco, perch, pickerel, bass and catfish, etc. The eggs 
arc taken up by water fowls, and it is a fact that eggs can be transported 
for huudreds of miles in UiU way. Geneva lake. Wisconsin, has the cisco 
so called, but which i.s a salt water fish and is found in Lake Michigan’ 
and many other places. Their natural home is in salt water. Pacts go to 
8 ho.v that tliere is no way in wliich fish could have been transported to 
some waters', except by being carried, in the spawn, by ducks and other 
water fowls. The fish going to I lie sliallow water to spawn, the spawn is 
taken up by water fowl.s. In conversation with an old ferryman, who had 
iiuite a large pond which was made by taking out clay for making brick 
he iifforined me Hint now there are plenty of pickerel and catfish to he 
caught there; on eiuiniry Iiow the fisli were got there, he said the ducks 
brouglit tlio eggs there.

' berc, wliilst the ponds and rivers give ns snipe, duck, ete. By pitt- 
' ting onr boats, tents, camp eqidppage, etc., on the Western R. R.. we 
strike the Tallapoosa river 3(1 milc.s above; tlie crooked slreiim give ns 
ill! odd miles to .Alitlniina river, ■22.i miles to city; giving tis two or 
j three diiys'camp bunt, with ti four mile down current. 'J'lie dtick. 
geese, etc., arc feeding on Hie river liiinks or resting under tlie over- 
Ininging lirnsli. and we sometimes liring a goodly number to divide 
witli friends. Wo can put onr lioai in the .Alaiiama river at Hie city 
' w barf and have sixty or more miles of very good down river binit. 
striking the R. R. agiiin. and come lionie by that, or as is more often 
the case, nieetliig an up river lioat tiiul get alioard of tier. Onr riv¬ 
er captains .seldom refuse to take ns up at any place or time. iSo we 
tliink tliese tlie happy luniting grounds. 

Onr fishing is very good. There are .several clioice kinds in onr 
lakes and rivers, trout, Itlaek iiass. silver iicrcli, or goggle eye. bream, 
or sinifisli. jack fish or pike, besiiles many otlicr kinds of very good 
eating quaiities. ,A few white shad have liecii caiight in onr river. 
Onr mark(|il(i«also'snpiilied w ith lisli from Mobile. Pensacola, etc., 
socli as pomiiano, red snapper, red flsli, trout, croaker, ciib.illo, Span¬ 
ish mackerel, blue fish, grouper; all choice, with other kiiid.s not so 
clioice.

On nearing the ground we inquired of a man standing be¬ 
hind a tree what they were doing out tliere in the field? Wall, he 
said, lie believed they were shooting at a mark, alluding to the ele¬ 
vated trap three feet from the ground. On arriving on the gronml 
every imaginable weapon appeared to be represented—from the 
Queen’s arm to a No. 18 bore, down one of the latter of whicli .an enter¬ 
prising individual was trying to force a No. 12 Ely inetalic-edged wad 
with a timber ramrod. We had no leisure to attend to aiiytliing else 
just then.

lu shooting quail over him in the high grass of the Mississippi bultonis, 
where it was almost or quite impossible to keep sight of a dog. Dash has 
frequently left his point and come to find me, and tlie moment he caught 
siglit of uie, his action and uiniiner would plainly indicate “I want you;’’ 
and as soon as I started towards liim he would right about face anil return 
direct to the birds and take up his point. When shooting quail where 
I there were large piles of Iiriisli, if he found a bird in a brusli pile lie would 
j hold his point until I came up, wlieii lie would drop it, and go around to 
: the opposite side, seeming to know the liubit of quail under sucli circiiiu- 
slauces, to he to run through to tlie otlier side and fly, and iippareully 
' kuowiug that witli liim ou the other side, the bird would be obliged to rise 
: ilirough the brusli. Instinct or reason, whicli? 

He seldom fails to mark a dead or a wounded bird, and I have liad him 
' bring me many a bird tliat I did not know 1 hud killed—liis position being 
I such that he could see tlieiii full, while I could not. Two birds iiiiiy bo 
killed riglit and left and full a long distance apart, liut lie is sure to know 
UBt where they fall, and the moment he is permitted to go he will gather 
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both birds without any commands. I was quite amused at him one day 
this spring while after snipe. He nearly ran over an old cock grouse 
before lie was aware of it. The insUnt the bird arose he dropped and 
turned his eyes towards me and then at the bird, then at me again 
as much as to say, “why don’t you shootf" Poor fellow; his early educa¬ 
tion liad been neglected, and lie had not learned that Missouri had a game 
law; but, tlianks to persistent effort, we have, as the pot-hunters will learn 
to tlieir cost, if thw shoot here out of season this year, and it comes to the 
knowledge of the Pioneer Shooting C'lub. 

While writing of game laws, I desire to bring to the notice of the Illinois 
Sportsmen the fact tliat numbers of wild turkey are being killed by the 
workmen on the Sny Levee opposite and above Louisiana, Mo.

To THE Eiiitorof THE FiELD AND STREAM :—Ab I wTote you ill Illy 
liist, 1 prepared to go llshing the day following; but alas! for liutnnn 
hoiie. The day following the clerk of the weather “paid np” for the 
few clear d.iys we had, and the rain came down in a solid sheet. We 
thought it better to stay lionie. 

Siiininer has burst upon ns suddenly, and receives a hearty welcome 
from everybody. The promenades are crowded with ladies and gents 
showing off to the best advantage their new spring suits. The boat¬ 
ing season is fairly commenced and the river crowded with pleasure 
Imata. Posters are displayed in promin^t places announcing exciir- 
•sions lip and down the river, and to all the Ashing shores.' 

The Saratoga four of the Potoniacs, Messrs. Coughlin, McBlair, Car¬ 
penter and Tronx, have been on the river every day for the past week, 
taking advantage of the good weather by indulging in occasional ten 
mile spiirLs. 

The exten-sion of the boat-house of the Potomacs is almost finished, 
and will he, when completed, one of the best boat-houses in the 
coniitry. .Mes.srs.

Th? first of the scries of races by the Washington Driving .Vssocia- 
tion took place on Wednesday, May 13, and was largely attended. 
The day was all that could be desired, and long before the hour set 
the roads leading to Brightwood were crowded with teams, filled with 
good-natured people. A large proportion of the attendance were 
adies, who graced the new stand lately erected for them. A short 
Ime before the race commenced the horses were brought out and 
^eded around the track, and for the start “Kitty Fisk” was the 
livorite. 

The Judges, Gen. Morgan L. Smith, Dr. Sain’l Houston, and Jeff.

This beautiful bird ul one time was regarded by naiiirullsts as iden¬ 
tical witli the Winebrel— Scolopax Phoeopue, but a more careful px- 
aiiiinatlon of the bird, its habits ami characteristics, has given it a dis¬ 
tinct status in the fauna of this country. Be tills as it may. there are 
some characteristics of this bird which Mr. Wilson in his excellent 
book on .4mericiin Ornithology has failed to notice. Whilst lie has 
given an accurate description of this species, he seems to have fallen 
into an error a.s to its habits and general locality. This bird, no 

doubt, in its migrations is found, as be says, along the Atlantic Omu-l 

to Hudson Bay. But the ten.^ of thoiisaiuls that are found, during the 
month of May on the great prairies, would seem to show tli.Ht the 

“marshes and mud flats” of the Atlantic Coast are not the only 

places of resort of this bird. I seriously question if this species of 
Curlew ever visits those places excepting from accident or necessity 
The high dry prairies ajipcar to be their favorite resort during their 
passage to the North. I feel an anxious curiosity to learn more of 
this bird, and sliall anticipate further iiifonnation on that siibiect in 
the coining publication by Profs. Baird, Brewer and Ridgway. A 
singular fact exists in coimectioii witli Ihese birds. As 1 have already 
said, they are to be met with in great niimbei's at this season of the 
year, being found in large flocks flying .about, somewhat like wild pig¬ 
eons, or riiiinlng over the newly burned prairie 4n quest of food. Oiir 
limiters are making great slaughter among them. But they are sel¬ 
dom seen here in Nebr.a.'ka at any other season. The outre is, do 
they return South by some other route ? The answer to this question 
may be fonml, perhaps, in the fact that din ing the season of their re¬ 
turn south, the prairies are covered with a heavy growth of vegeta¬ 
tion and afford no facilities for their siibsistancc, hence they are 
compelled to make long flights or return by way of the coasts and 
mild flats mentioned by Mr. Wilson. 

This beantifill bird not only afl'ords sport for the hunter, but is a 
delicate addition to the tabic. The present season is equally propi¬ 
tious as any of its predecessors, and oiir sportsmen are making the

AMERICAN SPORTS FOR THE FUTURE. 

In organization there is strength. This will be found to be as true with 
regard to the preservation of game and fish as of any other interest. We 
have for years had game laws in many of the States, and almost every¬ 
body has admitted their necessity and endorsed their enforcement where 
that could be done; but Just here has been the difficulty: Mr. A may be¬ 
lieve in the protection and preservation of game and fish, but when it 
comes to instituting, single-handed, a fight against all the pothunters in 
his town or section of country, that is quite a different thing. He is not 
prepared for such a contest. It involves time, frequently money, and the 
hatred of tliis class, and few indivi luals are prepared to incur all these 
losses. So the pot-hunter has gone on as tliough no game laws existed. 
What has been needed is just the combined force that the organizations of 
the State Sportsmen's Associations are intended to supply. Through the 
Slate Sportsmen's Association, acting upon, and harmoniously with, the 
local associations, for the protection and preservation of game and fish, 
throughout the State, there is power brought to bear which has all the 
force of an immense corporation whose business is not only to endorse the . 
spirit of the game laws, but to enforce the laws. Said the president of a I 
sportsmen’s club to us the other day, " We intend to protect the game at all ■ 
hazards!" This is the feeling throughout the country where organizations 1 
have been effected. Numerous prosecutions have already taken place, ^ 
and, in every instance, to the complete discomfiture of the pot-hunters. I 

The lawless scoundrels who, for a few dollars, would destroy game in ^ 
the breeding season and fish in spawning time, are very determined in' 
their purposes. They will lie for each other, swear falsely for each | 
other, shield each other from discovery, and, if necessary, flglit for the 
perpetuation of their infamous business. It is no wonder that game laws 1 
have fallen still-horn from the State Capitol. It has, in many cases, been a ^ 
matter of personal peril to institute a prosecution against the lawless game i 
destroyers, who, like an organized band of horse thieves, can be met only i 
by loeai organimtime against them. We want it understood that we con¬ 
sider those who willfully violate our game laws as worthy of no more 
respect nor consideration than horse thieves. We want them to understand 
that there are now ten thousand sportsmen in the great West who are 
watching them; who are organizing in Associations, Gun Clubs, and 


Sporting Clubs, with a determiualiou liial game thievesshall be considered 
as no more respectable than horse thieves, and llial wlioii caught they 
shall be bruuglit to condign punislimeiit. 

Vigorous efforts on the part of sportsmen throughout the country will 
soon have the effect of making game thieves, in the eyes of the public, as 
mean nod sneaking as the man who .su|>pl ies his table with fowl by rob. 
bing his neighbor’s hou roost. When public opinion is projierly aroused 
on lids subject, tlic game dealer who pureliases game out of season will be 
classed with the juuk dealer who receives stolen goods, and finally, the 
public will shun these receivers of stolen game. 

I The first grand object, then, of our Western Associations is Hie protec¬ 
tion of game and fish. This is now in a fair way of accomplishment, if 
wo can judge from the enthusiastic letters we are receiving on the subject 
from all parts of the country. 

Next in ortler comes the elevation of our sporting inlcretts in the broad 
est and most liberal sense of the term. This, too, is to be effected through 
State and local organizations. There is an immense work to be done in 
the improvement of our dogs, by means of local shows and field trials. 
There is no country in the world bcttcj- adapted for dog training than the 
West. As more complete organization ensues, field trials in different parts 
of the country will develop the best dogs, and then a field trial of these 
dogs, under the auspices of the State Sportsmen’s Association, will de¬ 
velop the best dog in the Slate. Then an inter State trial will let us know 
who has the best dog in America. This is the only sure way of getting 
at.*Ws*impoftant point. In view of all that is yet to be accomplished in 
this direction, it is passing strange how journals, assuming to be authori¬ 
ties in s)>OTiing matters, could be so short-sighted as to suggest tliat some 
•American, whq thinks he has a good dog, should take him under his arm 
and go over the water to try his luck against the champion dog of 
England. 

In regard to our gun trials we need a new order ol things. Hitherto 
gun trials have been, for the most part, between the manufacturers of guns 
and with gone manufactured etpecially for the trial, and in no sense a repre¬ 
sentative of their average eporting guns. A gun trial, to be useful to the 
sportsman, should test the shooting capacities of the guns manufactured 
to sell. By a tlial of this kind, between the guns already in use among 
the b<-8t sportsmen, the average standard of excellence in guns of any par¬ 
ticular manufacture can be ascertained, and the merit of guns of different 
manufactures compared. The object of the guu trials under the auspices 
of the State Sportsmen’s Association, is to raise the standard of excellence 
in our average sporting gun. 

Ill the way of fishing and fisli-culturc there are points of equal import¬ 
ance, which come within the scope of our Slate Association, and which 
can be settled only by organized effort. 

Everything now looks favorable for a thorough enforeement of our game 
laws, and for the enactment of better ones wherever needed. The forma¬ 
tion of new associations is going on with comiiicndublc energy. Thi 
grand tournament just about to be inaugurated in Chicago will give to tie 
sporting interests of the West a new and powerful impulse.

He says trout will do 
well in any pure water, whether hard or soft, the more active and more 
even the temperature the better; that the size of ponds should be regulated 
by the supply of water, and for raising trout should never he made so large 
that they will not fill in six or eight liours; that owing to the abundant 
supply of insect food, fish can be cheaply raised; that as an adjunct to a 
farm, fur private use, an indifferent place may pay to improve, but to make 
a business of trout raising, a large supply of spring water is necessary. He 
advises any one engaging in fish culture tu get some one of experience to 
assist in starling; that persons living at a distance bad better begin with 
buying spawn, wliicli will stand a monlli's journey, while small fry will 
not stand over sjday’s journey. 

There was a sale of blooded cattle and blooded dogs at Dexter Park on 
May 18tli. It is a matter of regret to those who would encourage the ini- 
piirtaiion of blooded stock, that this fine lot of animals were sold at a 
sacrifice. The dogs brought next to nothing in comparison with their 
cost. Two black and white pointers brought $5 each on single bids, and a 
pair of red Irish setters, for which 8500 was paid, sold at $29 and $67. 
Gordon setters commanded all the way from 85 to $70, and an English set¬ 
ter, perfectly broken, was valued at only $6. Two imported water span¬ 
iels sold for $7 and |I8. Xotwitlislanding the fact that a fox hound from 
Lord Beaconfield's kennels was offered for sale, only $10 was bid, and the 
animal was knocked down at that figure. K number of wavy-coa'led black 
retrievers and fox terriers were disposed of at from $1 to $12.

The trotting season having opened, the trme i.« .auspicious when the 
various Associations should be reminded of rule 0 of the Xational As¬ 
sociation code. This rule mokes It obligatory that Ip all trotting 
purses and stakes, the description, n.tme and pedigree of each horse 
should be accurately given. The rule read.-: 

“An accurate and sati.sfactory descrijition of each entry will he re¬ 
quired, which shall be in the following form, viz: 

Color.—The color and marks shall be acciiratelv given. 

Se®.—It shall be distinctly stated whether the entry be a st.allioii 
marc or gelding, and the names of the sire and dam shall be given 
in all eases fajid when nnkiiowii shall be so stated in the entry) vnder 
penalty of $2o for each omission. And the pedigrees so given*shall be 
I'ublisbed by the associate momlier (the Association receiving the en¬ 
tries)." ° 

It will thus be seen that any As.soeiution att.iched to tlie National 
Association neglectilig to conform to this violates the rides under 
which it is governed, and every entry made, not in conformity with 
rule 6. a fine of $26 may be imposeil. Rule 6 was instituted for the 
Iireveiitioii of fraudulent entrie=, and should be strictly enforced. 

A niixed-up race, In which great speed was .shown, took place at 
Prospect Park.
